places lor Sabbath schools, then unoccupied, as 
there were schools in existence ; and the respon¬ 
sibility of supplying these places with this means 
of grace, has laid, and will continue to lay upon 
us,"until this work shall be fully accomplished. 
To extend the benefits of this system to these 
neighborhoods, and to encourage and give effi¬ 
ciency to those Sunday schools which already 
exfsr,"flare been the great objects of your Board 
during the past year. And they are happy in 
being able to say, that their labors have not been 
in vaStl in the Lord. The cause lias evidently 
advanced; several schools have been organized 
in places where they have never before existed ; 
others that have laid dormant for years, have been 
revived and put into vigorous operation, and 
almost ali have been visited and encouraged to 
greater activity and energy.” 

“ Very important assistance has been rendered 
to the cause by brethren of the churches in Prov- 
dsnee and other places, by going into the outskirts 
of the towns, and sustaining Sabbath schools.— 
Several such have been got up in the neighbor¬ 
hoods of Fail River (on the Tiverton side), New- j 
port, Bristol, and this city, which have been 1 
sustained with interest and profit. Young gt 
tlemen of the university have also dime nobly 

this enterprize. Ten or twelve schools, in t_ 

neighborhood of this city, have received ibeir 
principal support from them ; and several of our 
most interesting Bible classes have been conduct¬ 
ed by them. Says one:—‘During the fourteen 
months I have had the care of this school, I have 
liot been prevented by any inclemency of weather, 
summer or winter, fiom attending every Sabbath, 
although I have had to walk over four miles. 1 
taught a Bible class of eight young females, be¬ 
sides haying the care of the school. A little girl 
of six years, one of our scholars, died during the 
year, giving cheering evidence of her conversion 
and love to the Savior.’ ” 

“ Perhaps no assistance afforded this enterprize 
is more valuable than that rendered by the female 
teacheks of dat schools in the interior towns 
of the state. In. fact, many of our most flourish¬ 
ing Sabbath schools would dwindle and soon j 
come to nought, were it not for their exertions in I 
sustaining them. The only schools in several 
towns that were kept up for any considerable 
time, during the past year, were sustained almost 
single-handed by these young ladies. Their self- 
denial and persevering efforts in carrying forward 
this cause, are worthy of imitation, and should 
receive the approbation of every Christian and 
patriot. Your Board would mention one fact in 
this connection, as it goes to illustrate the value 
of their instructions. It is from the agent’s report. 
He says:—‘In visiting Hopkinton, divine Provi¬ 
dence opened the way for me in a wonderful 
manner. A Indy, their former day school teacher, 
was visiting in otic neighborhood. She had

Sabbath School Libraries. 

In all our Sabbath school operations, probably 
no one thing has been so perplexing, occasioned 
so many animated discussions, or been subjected 
to so many experiments generally unsuccessful, as 
the manner of distributing books front Sabbath 
school libraries. To help out of the difficulty, 
we will give the successful experience of several 
individuals, whose methods agree in principle,but 
differ somewhat in detail. We give, 

The method pursued by the Belknap 
Street ( African ) Sabbath school in this city. 
The hooks are divided into as ntaDy packages as 
there are classes in the school which are number¬ 
ed ;—to keep the books together, a strap is 
buckled around each package. The librarian every 
Sabbath delivers the same package to the same 
class, we think for two months, until all the books 
can have been circulated and read, wheu it is ex¬ 
changed for another. Without interrupting the 
recitation, the teacher can at any time undo the 
package, select and mark on his class paper such 
books as the scholars need, and do up the remain¬ 
der for the librarian to take at the close of the 
school. The advantages of this method are. it 
prevents all confusiou and interruption, and ob¬ 
viates the difficulty of the scholars’ declining 
books on the plea that they have already had | 
them. 

Second. The method pursued-by the writer 
i a school in the country, consisting of about 150 
dtolars. By a careful examination of all the 
hooks in the library, the character and adaptedness 
of each was learned, and the hooks were divided 
into four classes, and marked in the same mam 
indicated in our late quarterly list of in 
liooks ; and the classes in the school were similar¬ 
ly divided to correspond. After the opening of | 
the school, the first duty was to examine the 
books; and if any were no longer wanted 
class, they were placed on the corner of the pew 
for the librarian. The classes then proceeded 
with tlieir recitations. In the mean time, the libra¬ 
rian, without any interruption, proceeded to take 
the hooks so left, and to place in the same position 
a sufficient number of hooks of the same class 
and such as he thought would suit the scholars; 
from which, at any suitable time after the 
tion, the teacher selected such as the scholars 
needed, took a memorandum of them, and then 
returned the books not wanted to the same place, 
for the librarian' to take after the school was 
closed. By a little attention to method in passing 
hooks from one class to another, and by an occa¬ 
sional reference the teacher’s memorandum, the 
same books will seldom find their way twice to 
the same class after they are once read. This 
course the writer pursued for nearly a year, much 
the satisfaction of the pupils, and without any 
desire of change. The time occupied with the 
;i*tribu!iori was so little,—the teachers only

lieen diverted from an important train of thought 
in which they had engaged them, by the call of 
t lie Librarian, ‘ Come and take out your liooks.’ 
The plan proposed, and which has been adopted 
by many of the schools, is as follows:—Priuted 
catalogues of all the books in the library are pro¬ 
cured, and every family connected with the 
school is supplied with at least one. During the 
week, the scholars, assisted by their parents, select 
from the catalogue the books they wish to take 
from the library the next Sabbath, and write their 
number upon a slip of paper, each one having the 
privilege of selecting five numbers, so that if his 
first choice is not in, he can procure the 2d, or 3d, 
and so ou. This slip of paper is taken 
school on Sabbath morning and handed 
teacher, who immediately writes the number upon 
a small slate, kept for that purpose, ami lays it on 
the end of the desk, convenient for the librarian 
to take away. After the opening of the school, 
the librarian proceeds to collect these slates; he 
then selects the hooks wanted by each class; 
charges them to the teacher of said class, nnd 
about five minutes before the close of the school 
he carries the liooks to the seat of the leachsr, 
who distributes them to the scholars, entering the 
number of each against the name of the scholar 
on the class hook. When the books are returned, 
they are checked by the teacher on the class hook, 
and laid with the slate, as heretofore mentioned, on 
the end of the desk, auil taken away by the libra¬ 
rian, who checks them on his book and returns | 
them to the library. The advantages of thi 
tern over the old one, are manifest. Jt saves time 
and labor, and prevents much noise, while it does 
not divert attention in the least from the lesson.’ 

One difficulty in this method will he that often 
hut little or no attention will be paid to the selec¬ 
tion during the week; and if there is, the parents 
or children are but poorly qualified to judge of | 
the ndaptedness of the hooks merely from the 
title. Auother difficulty will b«, many will want 
a new ami popular book at the same time, and as 
the librarian cannot supply all, complaints will he 
made; nnd further, the librarian will often he un¬ 
able to find at the time the hooks wanted, and will 
he so much delyed that he can seldom get through 
with his task. Still, we regard such a course as 
an auxiliary to interest the family in the library 
that they may learn what books are there, and

You may ask if a missionary 
life is favorable to piety; I rather doubt it. We 
not only have our own hearts to contend with, 
hut arc much more concerned, necessai-ily, in sec¬ 
ular business than ministers at home, as we cannot 
throw so much of it upon others. There are very 
few (of the heathen) in whom we can repose 
confidence. Even many of those that we hope 
are Christians, show a want of a nice sense of | 
right and wroug, which to a stranger would seem 

almost inconsistent with an interest in Christ._ 

Nor is this to be wondered at, when we consider 
the destructive influence of parents and friends, 
whicli iu early life, and often long afterwards, has 
unlimited sway. You will not understand me to 
pass a sweeping condemnation on our church 
members; there are great shades of difference 
between them. But Christians in America do 
not realize how very much these native Christians 
need their prayers; they have to struggle with 
much more than converts iu the United States 
Some of them are valuable men, and are grea 
helps to us in our work. Labor among you 
black population, would be a preparation for mis 
sionary work; as in many respects our dealing 
with these degraded heathen resembles that with 
the slaves; and I think that, if labors in .good 
earnest are commenced among the blacks of the 
United States, some principles may be developed 
which will be of great use among the heathen. I 
should like very much to sec some of our southern 
brethren come here who have Imd some experi¬ 
ence in the ministry. We have a delightful cli¬ 
mate, and I think any man may calculate on living 
longer here than in the lower districts of North 
Carolina. Consumptions are almost unknown. 
Complaints of the liver are not common ; and 
indeed I cannot find that we are subject to any 
destructive disease, except at times of the cholera. 
Say to our brethren, Come—and bring with you 
t,IC ex l!f™nce_of some years’ pastoral labor, and 
valuable. You will nol 


country obnoxious to the Jamaica folks more on 
account of the color of the skin of its dominant in¬ 
habitants than anything else. The feeling of dis- 
like towards a dark colored aristocracy is one 
which cannot, in the present eulighteued age last 
for any length of lime. The schoolmaster is 
abroad, and has been eminently successful: and 
we hope the period is not distant when all com-

The decrease to the British West India islands 
may he in some measure accounted for, by the 
transference ol a great portion of the trade, which 
used to be carried on through Jamaica to Mexico, 
Columbia, and other countries, which are now- 
supplied by direct shipments from this country. 
At the same time, I think this will not explain so 
great a falling off, as is shown in the preceding 
table. The cause of so great a diminution in trade 
will probably be found in the circumstances and 
state of those islands. 

“You also ask if the people of Hayti are as just 
and honorable in their dealings as those of other 
countries to which the manufactures of Dundee 
shipped. In reply, the merchants of th 
n generally require their agents ill Hayti, i 
as other foreign countries to guarantee the 
sales of their manufactures. I have frequently 
heard these gentlemen complain of the risk they 
incurred in many parts of the world, but I do not 
remember hearing any complaints from Hayf 
houses; indeed the chief risks arise from fire i 
hurricane.” 

We are only sorry we have it not iu our power 

lay a similar document from every other trad¬ 
ing town in Great Britain and Ireland before the 
public. It may reasonably however be inferred, 
if the trade with Dundee alone be so very consid¬ 
erable, that the entire trade with Great Britain 
must be large, and we are assured that a free trade 
between this and Hayti would he of very consid¬ 
erable benefit to this colony. If it be true that the 
Haytians are in the condition represented by some 
of the opponents to the opening of the ports, then 
it must appear evident that Jamaica, by becoming I 
the entrypot for British goods intended for the 1 
Haytian market, must be benefited. We all know 
and feel, that the direct trade between Great Britain 
anti South America, has considerably injured this 
island. It would have been good policy to have 
supplied the defect by a trade with Hayti, and 
doubt success would have attended such an 
tempt. Instead of this however, our merchants 
and legislators injure themselves and the Colonv 
by setting their faces against an intercourse, which, 
now that slavery has ceased, cannot possibly in¬ 
jure any way. A good deal has been said about 
the threatened invasion by France, and some still 
cherish the hope that Hayti will again become a 
dependency of that country.—Our own opinions 
on this subject are before the public, and we shall 
merely take leave to add the following, as confirm- 

ive of the view we had taken on this subject:_ 

“ With respect to the fate of the Republic of I 
Hayti, whatever may be the measures of the 

French government, and whatever their success_ 

they can never cancel their recognition of that in¬ 
dependence, which has placed Hayti in the sta¬ 
tion of a free country'. England has formerly re¬ 
sponded to that recognition by her accredited re¬ 
presentatives at the Haytian Presidency.—Ameri¬ 
ca carries on a valuable and lucrative trade, count¬ 
ing Hayti asone of her first rate markets ; and the 
German maritime States, who have consuls there 
and participate in the English trade to an equal 
extent with our merchants, (the commodities of 
Hayti being obliged to find a continental market 
before they become a rettifii for our goods,) are 
the independence of the Re’pub- 


ipliy of History, (which have not been transla¬ 
ted into English,) a great object of which is to 
show the mutual support which popery and monar¬ 
chy derive from each other. He commends the 
tw o Systems in connection as deserving of univer¬ 
sal reception. He attempts to prove that sciences, 
and arts, and all the pursuits of man as an intellec¬ 
tual being, are best promoted under this perfect 
system of church and state; a pope at the head of 
the former; an Emperor at the head of the latter. 
He contrasts with this, the system of protestant- 
ism; represents protestantism as the enemy of 
goo.' government, as the ally of republicanism, as 
the parent of the distresses ol Europe, as the cause 
of all the disorders with which legitimate govern¬ 
ments are afflicted. In the close of lecture 17th, 
vol. ii. p. 286, he thus speaks of this country: “ The 
TRUE nursery of all these destructive principles, the 
revolutionary school for Fianceand the rest of\ 
Europe, has been North America. Thence the 
evil has spread over many lands, either by natural 
contagion, or by arbitrary communication.” 

Let it be remembered that it was in Vienna, 
1828, where opinions so flattering to the pride of 
legitimacy were publicly preached by one of the 
first scholars of the age, where die United States 
was held up to the execration of his Austrian au¬ 
ditors as the “ nursery of destructive principles,” as 
the “revolutionary school for Europe, as, in truth, 
the great central fire which threatened the rest of 
the world, and which must be put out, ere Euro¬ 
pean governments could rest in safety. Let it 
theu also be borne in mind that it was in Vienna 
in 1829, immediately after these opinions were 
promulgated, while the influence of Sclilegel’s el¬ 
oquent appeals was still fresh, that the St. Leopold 
|,foundation was set on foot for the purpose [to use 
the language of its own reports] “of promoting the 
greater activity of catholic missions *” 

Slates.” 

Here then we have doctrines advanced in Aus¬ 
tria, that monarchy and popery mutually sustain 
each other, that republicanism and protestantism 
also mutually sustain each other, and that the great 
nursery of this hated republicanism is these United 
States; and immediately consequent on the pro¬ 
mulgation of these opinions, a great society is 
formed, with the Emperor of Austria for its pat¬ 
ron, the councellor of state, Prince Metternich, its 
grand manager, and all the great officers of stale, 
the zealous promoters of the design, and engaged 
in the instant, vigorous diffusion of popery in this 
country. Now what is the intention of Austria in 
spreading in this country popery, the natural ally 
of mouarchial government ? With the facts of the 
case before them, the people will not be slow in 
forming their judgment of the nature of this os¬ 
tensibly religious enterprize, and whether the term 
conspiracy is too strong to apply to this insidious 
attempt. 

But who, after all, is Frederick Schlegel? He 
may be a great scholar, but what is his situation 
that so much weight is to be attached to his opin¬ 
ion? I will give my readers a brief account of I 
him, abridged from the Encyclopedia Americana, 
(edited by a German,) but sufficient to enable them 
to judge if too much stress is laid upon his opin¬ 
ions. “ Frederick Schlegel, (one of the great Iit- 

orary stars of Germany) went oyer to the catholic 
filiti., at Cologne, nml in the year 1808 repaired to 
Vienna. In 1809 he received an appointment at 
the head quarters of the Arch Duke Charles 
where he drew up several powerful proclamations! 
When peace was concluded lie again delivered 
lectures in Vienna on modern history and the fe¬ 
ature of all nations. In 1812 he published the 
German Museum, and gained the confidence of 
Prince Metternich by various diplomatic papers, in 
consequence of which he was appointed Austnan 
counsellor of legation at the diet in Frankfort. ' 
1818 he returned to Vienna, where he lived

legation, and published a view of the present
